Protests give rise to chaos

Lightfoot imposes curfew to curb 
demonstrators’ ‘criminal conduct’

After intense skirmishes 
overnight, a Loop protest 
escalated with thousands of 
demonstrators marching, 
burning at least one flag, 


climbing onto a CTA bus 
and a light pole, hurling 
bottles, overturning police 
cars and surrounding offi- 
cers on Saturday evening. 
Meanwhile, Mayor Lori 
Lightfoot held a news con- 
ference shortly after 8 p.m., 
saying the demonstration 


had “evolved into criminal 
conduct” as she imposed a 
curfew on the city: from 
9 p.m. to 6 a.m. until further 
notice. 

Lightfoot said of the cur- 
few that violators will be 
given a chance to disperse 
and then they will be ar- 
rested. The order exempts 
essential workers. 

The mayor, who said she 
was “disgusted,” said she 
had seen protesters use 
pipes, bats, hammers and 


other objects to damage 
property. 

“Tm here to call you out 
for your recklessness,’ she 
said, directing her com- 
ments to some of the pro- 
testers. 

“Tve seen protesters hurl 
projectiles at our police de- 
partment ... bottles of water, 
urine and Lord knows what 
else,” she said.

Stay-at-home order lifts after two months
